‘tis a scientific term used by colleges 
and authors to differentiate between 
the new system of agriculture and 
the older methods utilized in the 
rainbelts and irrigation districts. A 
special system of tillage of the soil tor 
the purpose of moisture and fertility 
conservation is known to be necess- 
ary for at least 63 per cent. of the 
agricultural acreage of the world, 
and the Dry-Farming Congress was 
brought into existence for the pur- 
pose of working out these problems 
and remedies tor the troubles con- 
fronting tarmers of the sub-humid 
districts, or in districts where there 
are frequent droughts or failing 
soils, ry-Farming is free from 
mystery of any kind! Any farmer 
on any soil and in any climate can 
increase his acreage production, 
crop quality and bank account. 

‘*Dry-Farming methods can be 
utilized with profit upon every acre 
in every district of the world. 
The phrase does not mean the oper- 
ation of farms where no moisture is 
obtainable, but does mean the utili- 
zation of such tillage methods as 
are, from time to time, demonstrat- 
ed to be most efficient in the reduc- 
tion of evaporation and the produc- 
tion of a practical storage reservoir 
in the soil, the utilization of mini- 
mum or untimely moisture, etc. 
The work of the Congress includes 
the study of farm machinery, tillage, 
the development of drought-resis- 
tant plants and better methods on 
the farm.”

HUOSON BAY TIMBER 


Experienced Cruiser Describes Split 
Lake Conditions 

Interesting observations with regard | 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay Re-| 
gion (the southern part of the old 
district of Keewatin) are found in the | 
1911 report of the Director of Forest- 
ry, published as part of the Annual 
Report of the Department of the In- 
terior for 1911 


Mr. J. T. G. Whyte, an exper- 
fenced timber cruiser and fire ranger 
(who has since been drowned while 
in discharge of his duty) reports on 
the conditions of the forest around 
Split Lake on ar. area of about 2400 
square miles. This whole territory 
was originally covered with forest. 
The tslanc. in Split Lake still bear 
Spruce, Tamarack and Jack Pine, 
large enough for railway tles, poles 
and lur*ber. 

All the rest of the country has been | 
burned over at least once within the) 
past torty or fifty years, and the tim- 
ber which dates from the last fire, 
rarely exceeds three or four inches) 
in diameter. The shores of Split 
Lake have been burned over, on an) 
average once every season. For- | 
tunately in this district the soll is 
usually de*p, and can always support 
another crop of trees.

Big Sheep Rancher 
Praises Our Prices 


William Daley, of the William 
Daley Co., ot Rawlins, Wyoming, 
was in Calgary last week, aad 
spoke of the prices of cattle and 
sheep. 

Mr. Daley is a big sheep rancher 
and he says that be only gets 314 
per pound, live weight, for choice 
mutton on the Chicago market, He 
found that the farmers were getting 


|6 cents per pound in certain parts 


of Alberta, nearly 100 per cent more 
than they they were getting down 
the States, and the quality wasn't 
anything to write home to mother 
He spoke of the price of 
cattle. He said that prime steers 
brought a little more on the Chicago 
market than Albérta good range 
steers did, bul there were no prime 
steers here in the meaning of the 
word. Range steers here of good 
quality brought just as good a price 


|as the same quality of steers on the 


Chicago market, and milch cows 
brought $20 more per head here in 
the Red Deer district than they 
could be purchased for on the Chi- 
cago market. 

He couldn't see why we wanted 
a market for our pork, because 
three fourths of our pork was 
brought in from the United States 
now, and it was softer and more 
diseased than the Canadian article. 
The price paid for pork in Alberta 
was higher than in the 
States, and horses here were con- 
siderably higher than there, He 
though if a few of the political agi- 
tators, who have the farmers by the 
ears in the different organizations, 
were transported to Siberia it would 
be a good thing for Alberta,—Cal- 
gary News Telegram.

TREES AND MOISTURE 


The Necessity of Paying More Atten- 
tion to Forestry In the West 

That many districts in Western Can- 
ada afford excellent opportunity for 
the substitution of wheat raising, by 
the cultivation of roots and grains, as- 
sociated with stock raising and dairy- 
ing industries, cannot be denied. It ts 
also true that the Provinces have natu- 
ral facilities, which, if developed along 
right lines, could more than supply 
the food-stuffs required in Western 
cities. There is undoubtea:y a scarct- 
ty of water at several points, but this 
fs not an insurmountable difficulty 
It has already been demonstrated that 
wells sometimes sunk from two hun 
dred to three hundred produce 
an ample supply of water. ‘There is, 
also, the necessity of collecting, as 


feet 


as possible, the rain fall H 

a rule, is ample for tke production 
of a first c’ass crop of whea This 
is conserved in large cement tanks 
covered in, and used, in the dry 
weather, in watering stock. The same 
result is obtaincd in p'aces by big 


ditches, which have been dug down to 
the blue clay, which is aimost imper- 


vious to water. These ditches, when 
dammed, are converted into small 
reservoirs by every rain ful, and, 
prove their value, afterwards, for 


watering purposes, evaporation being 
the only waste. More attention should 
be given to forestry. In many caces, 
trees have been cut down, which went 
a long way to retaining moisture. 
Had a policy of tree planting been 
followed persistently and systematt- 
cally, moisture would not only have 
been retained, but would have been 
increased, and, the opportunity for 
dairying and stock rai®ing thereby pro- 
moted. Much attention, however, is 
now being given to this subject par- 
tloularly in Saskatchewan. Dr. Me- 
Qonnel, M.P.P. in an interview, at 
Morden, on this subject, said that

A BABY TOWN 


Caronation But Elght Months Old 
Mas Already Reached Important 
Proportions 


The youngest town which the 
Made-in-Canada train honored in it's 
tour of the West was Coronation. 
Here was found a hustling population 
of 1000 on a beautiful location about 
100 miles east of Lacombe. The sa'e 
of lots took place on September 27th, 
1911, and yielded $130,000.00 to the C, 
P.R., the company having decided that 
a divisional and injunction equipment 
should be located at this point, which 
was called Coronation in honor of the 
crowning of King George and Queen 
Mary. The sale had no sooner closed 
than gangs of workmen were put to 
work on the erection of buildings. 
Before the freeze-up Coronation had 
@ population of agout 700, who were 
comfortably housed in hastily built 
residences. The British spirit exten- 
ded beyond the name, royal names 
being chosen for several of the streets. 
Thus, they have Victoria Avenue, 
Royal Street, aud Windsor Avenue, 
They call the hotel Royal Crown. At 
present there are in the town about 
860 buildings, including 8 general 
stores, 8 hardwares, 1 confectionery, 
6 lumber yards, 6 liveries, 6 imple- 
ment agencies, 2 drug stores, 6 real 
estate agencies, 2 doctors, 2 lawyers, 
4 ool rooms, 1 mile of permanent 
walke, 1 moving picture theatre and 
the Royal Crown Hotel which has 70 
rooms, and cost $45,000.00, The Pro- 
testants at Coronation are up to date; 
knowing that church union was in 
the air, they endeavored to organize 
a Union church, gut at the meetings 
which were held for that purpose 
there was too much dissension to go 
abead with the proposal. Therefore 
the denominations remain separate. 
With union, however, they would have 
ereced a fine church and paid some 
man a good salary. Here as in other 
points in the West the real estate 
agent has been at work, and already 
two quarter sections have been sub- 
divided and sold; another quarter sec- 
tion is held by the C.N.R. and another 
by the C.P.R., the latter Company 
having made plans to erect a 7 stall 
round house, a substantial station and 
other buildings associated with divis- 
fonal headquarters.

Agricultural College 
Special in Manitoba 


On Saturday evening, June 29, 
the Agricultural College special, 
run hy the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, completed its very success- 
ful tour of Manitoba. The train 
was on the road for 32 days, and 
in that time covered all the prov- 
ince tributary to the C.P.R. 
Eighty-seven different points 
were visited, 1305 addresses given 
to 22,900 people, which included 
9,851 men, 7,426 women, and 
§,623 ot the senior classes of the 
schools. When the train arrived 
at each stopping place, the car 
containing the stock, which con- 
sisted of three purebred Holstein 
cows, one purebred Hereford fat 
steer, and four types of the best 
qnality of work horses and brood 
mares, was plac-d on the unload- 
ing platform. The professors 
who accompanied the trains were 
experts on the agricultural sub- 
jects dealt with. Professor 
Peters, and his assistant Mr 
Jones, dealt with the horses and 
the types best suited for breeding 
and other purposes. Touching 
upon the raising of cattle the 
Ho'stein cows were strongly re- 
commended for dairying pur- 
poses. The production of butrer 
was forcibly dealt with, which 
throughly interested the women- 
folk. A short talk was given on 
hog production and the raising 
of sheep. After the stock judg- 
ing Professor Hales spoke to the 
men on agricultural education 
and advocated thorough training 
of teachers in agricultural sub- 
jects 

It fell to Professor Lee to deal 
with the many weeds found on 
the prairie farms, and he pointed 
out the best means of eradifica- 
tion and identification. The 
fodder crops were handled py Mr 
Harrison, who went into detail in 
the planting and raising of corn. 
Principal Black closed the meet- 
ing for men by a practical talk on 
the general successful working of 
a Manitoba farm and the necess- 
ity for every young man and 
woman to take a course in the 
Agricultural College 

The women's part of ths pro- 
gramme was first taken by Mrs 
Salisbary who gave an instructive 
talk on home nursing, sanitary 
conditions in the home, ventila- 
tion. etc.; and this was followed 
by Professor Broderick, who 
dealt with horticulture and the 
beautifying of the farm home. 
Professor Herner handled poultry 
raising and egg production, and 
showed the best way to raise 
poultry forthe market, also the 
correct way to handle them to 
produce greatest number and 
best quality of eggs. The poul- 
try on the farm was shown to be 
one branch of far.n work wh’'ch 
could be made the most profitable 
as a side line with the least out- 


tay.

THE 
LESSONS FROM WOOL 


A Comparioon of These Industries in 
Canada And The States 

The value of manufacturers wool 
fm the United States in 1910 was 
$807,000,000. The number of sheep in 
Canada tn 1870 was 3,160,000 and tn 
1910 2,106,000, decrease of over 
1,000,000. In the United States the 
Bumber of sheep in 1870 was 27,78¢, 
000 and in 1910, 41,999,000. During 
that forty years the population of 
Canada doubled and that of the United 
States a little more than doubled. 
Canada had one sheep for each three 
head of pupulation, but nine States 
of the United States had each more 
sheep than all of Canada. Montana 
Im 1910 produced 88,000,000 pounds of 
wool, Alberte. right across the line 
produced only 400,000 pounds, though 
all declared that Alberta was quite 
as favorable for wool growing. The 
@ecline in sheep raising and woollen 
manufatcuring had cone hand in band. 

Comparison o? Leome 

In 1899 there were 8645 woollen 
looms in Canada, but only 2034 in 
1907, many mills having closed. The 
Canadian consumption of wool wad 
13,000,000 pounds and the United 
States, 674,000,000. Thus the United 
States used four times as much wool 
per capita as Canada ip home manu- 
factures. The product of Canadian 
mille was only $18,000,000, while 
$21,400,000 was imported. Thus, two- 
thirds of the wool consumed In Canada 
was imported. On the other hand, 
the United States produced $889,000, 
000 out of $400,000,000 consumed, or 
96 per cent. of it. Three-ffths of 
the raw wool used in manufacturing 
to the United States wae grown on 
the backs of United States sheep. 

The investigation of the American 
Tari® Beard covered 81 mills 
over 6,000,000 spindles and 188, 
looms. Their finding after enquiring 
Into conditions in Germany, Baugiand, 
France, Canada and Japan for pur- 
poses of comparison, stated that the 
English cost of converting wool into 
textiles was only 70 per cent. of ours, 
while the cost of erecting a mill in this 
country was 40 per cent. greater than 
ia Englané, and equipment from 60 to 
10 per cent. greater. 

A Commission's Report. 

Continuing, the Tarif Board made 
the following finding re Textiles:— 
“Except in the case of a few special 
fabrics, the American industry sup- 
plies practically the whole home con- 
Sumption. Mill prices are in many 
cases as low in this country as in the 
world’s markets. Where higher, as in 
the case of the finer classes of pro- 
ductg, they are rarely higher by any- 
thing like the full amount of the duty. 
The effect of the present tariff, then, 
in most cases, is not so much to adé@ 
the duty to the domestic mapufactur- 
er’s price, as to secure him the Amert- 
can market; and in the case of most 
articles of widest consumption, to pre- 
vent the competition of the foreign 
manufacturer, either in normal or ab- 
norma! times. On account of more 
costly methods of distribution in this 
country from producer to consumer, 
the latter pays a decidedly bigher 
retail price thag the Euro con- 
sumer, even in the case of fabrics on 
which the cost of production and the 
mill price are as low bere as there.” 


MIXED FARMING 


Hon. George Lawrence Explains What 
Manitoba is Doing in That Direction 


“Our crop prospects were never 
brighter,” scid Hon. Geo. Lawrence, 
Minister of Agriculture, for Manitoba, 
in the course of an interview. “This 
is my thirty-fitth year in the province 
and | never saw a better outlook. 
The wheat acreage in Southera Mani- 
toba is about the same es formerly, 
but in the north oats, barney, and flax 
have been sown, which means that 
the wheat acreage of the piovince is 
hot quite as large as in 1911. There 
is satisfaction in this, however, as it 
indicates more mixed farming which 
the farmers must gradually come to, 
if agriculture is to be a permanent 
industry. Appreciating the impor- 
tance of dairying and stock raising 
and the great possibilities that are 
in the west for the development of 
these industries, the Agriculture De- 
permanent of the province ts sending 
out two demonstration trains, one of 
which will pass over every mile of the 
C.P.R. track in the province, and the 
other over every mile of the C.N.R. 
Those trains will be manned by pro- 
fessors of the Agriculture College, o 
otag of Afteen to each train of eight 
cars, and will carry horses, cows, and 

ultry of the best breeds. These ex- 

ibits will be used to give lessous in 

Stock raising to farmers al) along the 
route, There will also be instruction in 
dairying, bousebold economies, the 
testing of milk, the manufacture of 
butter and the destruction of weeds. 
Last year we ran ao train over the 
C.P.R. lines, and so successful and 
productive of good results was the 
experiment that we decided to extend 
the town this year to the entire 
province.” 


Trees in the West 

One thing that the settler misses in 
certain parts of this gently rolling 
prairie te the tree. However, in an- 
other ten years’ time even this will 
not be missed for we are cond: 
extensive experiments with map 
varieties of trees with a view to fll: 
ing out those most adapted te the dis 
trict.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH* 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


AY person who is the sole head of a tamily, ot 
orany male over 18 years old, may homestead 


® quarter section of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency ot Sub-agency for the district. Entry by 
Proxy may be made at any agency, on certain con- 
ditions by father, mother, son, daughter, brother ot 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A how. 
steader may live within nine miles of his homeste; 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his father mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister. 


1 In certain districts a homesteacerin good standing 


moy pre-empt a quareer-section aiongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre, 

Duties ~Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for 
a purchased homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres and erect a 
house worth §300 oo
